During their annual bud- 


: get meeting last Thursday, 


the Village Council decided 
not to raise the village 
millrate. 

The village auditor repor- 
ted that since 1982, the 
millraté charged by public 
schools has gone. up 15.6 
percent, secondary schools 
have gone up 8.65 percent 
and the county millrate has 
gone up 5 percent. This 
means that taxes have gone 
up about 6 percent in the 
county since 1982. 

“We have decided to 
keep the same millrate as 
last year for our use here in 
Madoc,’ said Reeve Terry 
Pigden. ‘“‘We could have 
decreased our millrate. to 
absorb county § increases. 
but we didn’t think it would 


help the people of Madoc -- 
it eventually means less 
money for the village.” 

Pigden said that with the 
millrate the same as last 
year, the village will still be 
able to undertake a number 
of projects in 1984, incJud- 
ing the old water tower 
removal, sidewalk repairs, 
possible. cemetery expan:

Bomb squad called to Becker's 


A Peterborough bomb 
explosive unit was called to 
Madoc Becker's on St. 
Lawrence Street last Tues 
day after Manager Tony 
Willemsen discovered what 
he took to be an explosive 
planted in the ice cream 
freezer. The bomb squad 
removed the explosive and 
discovered it was a 24% inch 
fireworks mortar. It was 
taken from the scene and 


exploded. 


At about 3 p.m. last 
Tuesday, Tony Willemsen 
walked up to check the ice 


‘cream freezer for the first 


time since the Sunday 
before and noticed ‘the 
device which looked like an 


explosive. He said that 
written on it were the 
words, ‘Danger, Explo 


sives, Do Not Light’ and 


“Contact Police Force to 
Explode” 

Willemsen then called 
Madoc Ontario Provincial 
Police Detachment head 
quarters who sent down 


some officers and called the 
Peterborough bomb squad 
Tony Willemsen said that 
when he first noticed the 
explosive, he did not be- 
come afraid. But about half 
an hour later he said his 
legs ‘‘got a bit rubbery”. 
*"l saw the word ‘explo- 
sives’ and | did not know 
what it was,”’ said Willem- 
sen. “‘It turned out to be 


some kind of firecradker 
but it looked quite real 
He added that he ‘didnt 
know whether the incident 
had been some kind of 
‘“‘prank"' or whether it was 
some kind of diversion 
tactic.

What is Cholesterol? 

Cholesterol is an import: 
ant fat in the human body. It 
plays a number of roles and 
is a normal constituent of 
the blood. It is a vital 
component of brain and 
nerve cells and is required 
for synthesis of certain sex 
hormones such as ¢stro- 
gens. In other words, 
cholesterol is a good thing! 

lt is only when there is too 
much of it and the body 
cannot dispose of the excess 
that it becomes a problem 
Where does cholesterol 
come from? 

Suprisingly, most of the 
cholesterol in your body is 
made within the body itself. 
About 4% of total body 
cholesterol is provided from 
food. Since plant foods do

Why the confusion about 
cholesterol? 

Over the years there has 
been a great debate among 
researchers-over the rela- 
tionship between high chol- 
esterol levels in the blood 
and heart disease. The 
study of cholesterol and 
heart disease is like a hugh 
jigsaw puzzle. Many “pie- 
ces’’ are still to be found. 
For example, we don’t know 
exactly why some people 
have high blood cholesterol. 
Do they make to much 
cholesterol? We don't know 
precisely what happens to 
cholesterol as it travels 
through different parts of 
the body. Heart disease 
itself is hard to study 
because it has so many 
contributing causes. To 
prove the risk of one factor 
(such. as cholesterol), all 
other factors (e.g. physical 
activity, .smoking, dietary 
fat intake) must be unchan- 
ged in the study group. 

A lot of research people 
are working on the jigsaw 
puzzle and guessing on how 
the pieces will fit. That's 
why we hear so many 
épinions and so much 
debate. The debate won't 
end until one puzzle is 
complete. 

New additions to the 
‘puzzle’ create a lot of 
excitement. The latest study 
results were released in 
January, 1984. The 10-year‘ 
‘Lipid Research Clinics 
Coronary Primary Preven- 
tion Trial’’ provides strong 
evidence that cholesterol 
does have a role, in the 
development of heart 
disease. Subjects of this 
study were men with high

blood cholesterol levels. 
The men who received a 
cholesterol lowering drug 
together with a diet moder- 
ate in cholesterol had a 
reduction in blood choles: 
terol levels and a 19% 
reduction in the risk~ of 
coronary heart disease. The 
study was not designed to 
assess directly whether a 
change in diet alone pre- 
vents -heart disease but it 
does add support that it may 
be helpful. 
The Diet Dilemma 

Should we change our 
diet now or should we wait 
until all the evidence is in? 
That's the dilemma facing 
nutritiionists. Therapeutic 
diets will lower cholesterol 
in people with high blood 
cholesterol levels. However, 
there isn't sufficient evid- 
ence to recommend that the 
population at large should 
severely restrict their intake 
of eggs. shellfish or organ 
meats; they should aim for a 
dies moderate in total fats. 
The total composition of a 
person's diet should be 
evaluated, not just one 
dietary ingredient {such as 
cholesterol). 

Nutritionists are encour: 
aging moderation, not mar- 
tyrdom, when it comes to 
eating. To ease into a lower 
fat diet, try the following: 
choose low fat milk and milk 
products; count the number 
of times this week you've 
had fried foods (french 
fries, donuts, fried chicken, 
egg rolls, etc.) and aim to 
switch to baked or broiled 
alternatives; meat should 
contribute to your protein 
needs and not be used to 
““fill up on’’. Check portion 
sizes (2-3 ounces a serving 
will suffice). Large serving 
sizes contribute to excessive 
dietary fat intake. Watch for 
hidden sources of fat such

The last property pointer 
dealt. with the inherent 
‘brokerage cost’ commen 
surate with a real estate 
sale. This aggragate charge 
can be up to 10 per cent of 
the property value, It is 
routinely disbursed as pro- 
fessional fees to realtors, 
surveyors, appraisors, 
bankers and lawyers. Re- 
cently in some large centres 
the home inspection service 
has been added. 

In future articles the 
individual function of these 
consultants will be outlined. 
Today's column will consi- 
der selecting the players on 
your land management 
team. The significance of 
careful selection is often 
overjooked. Don't forget 
that while professionals are 
insured and licenced, re 
coveryref losses due to poor 
advice can be costly and 
time consuming. 

Selection on the basis of 
fees alone is a poor practice. 
Too often’ the old adage 
‘free advice is worth what 
you pay for it,’ proves 
painfully true. However, 
requesting a written esti 
mate of fees is a reasonable 
business practice. Most 
«professionals are willing to 
outline their services and 
their fees. If one fee 1s 
considerably lower - find out 
why. Ask the low bidder and 
one of the competitors to 
comment. Most profes 
sional associdtions provide 
information \pertaining to 
the selection of practi 
tioners 

Information is also avail 
able from the Ministry of 
Consumer and Commercial 
Relations (Land Registry 
Office}. 

Consider the following: 1, 


Seek references from at 
least two services. Ideally 
from regular users of the 
service; 2. Acquire written 
estimates of fees. Insist that 
all contingencies resulting 
in an increase are listed. All 
‘extras’ should be included 
in- the estimate. The esth 
mate should also include the 
date the project is due. 
Conditions for extension of 
the due date should be 
listed if relevant; * Take 
advantage of the profes- 
sional's expertise. Share 
your concerns.

Plant a rock 


A rock garden can be a 
thing of natural beauty. It 
may be any size, limited 
only by the area available to 
you and your budget. But 
remember, there are some 
rules to follow, says Horti 
culturist Jim Lounsbery at 
the’ Ontario Ministry of 
Agriculture and Food’s Hor 
ticultural Research Institute 
of Ontario, Vineland 

A southeast exposure 1s 
preferred, giving protection 
to more delicate types of 
alpine plant materials, The 
garden should be placed in 
a sunny or partially shaded 
locaion

with a backdrop of large 
shrubs or trees. 

Many types and forms of 
rock are available. You 
may do your own collecting 
or buy rock. Try to use rocks 
from your Jocality; they are 
easier to find and fit in more 
naturally 

Select various sizes. of 
stone. Dig away the top soil, 
weeds and roots. The top 
soil can be used for backfill. 

Draw a plan, locating the 
highest and lowest points 
around the pool area, paths, 
etc. Paths, built using flat 
stones, should be slightly 
lower than surrounding 
ground 

Arrange your stones to 
resemble natural rock form-

ations, burying them at 
least half their depth with 
the broadest face in the 
earth for stability. 

Fill in soil around the 
rocks to the desired level 
and pack tightly. Determine 
what types of plants you 
wish to grow, then prepare 
the soil that’ will be needed, 
he says. 

Examples are plants such 
as Dianthus and saxifraga, 
which prefer a more alkaline 
soil; primula, trollius, ane- 
mone which like lots of 
organic matter; ¢ricacecous 
plants and rhododendrons 


which prefer more acid 
conditions. 
Do not plan a formal 


design for your rock garden 
because plants in nature 
never grow this way. Keep 
in mind the plants’ growth 
habits, expecially their size 
and shape. Plan the color of 
your garden for all seasons.

Weeding. insect 
disease control, pruning 
and dividing must still be 
done.

Recycling: Its time has come 


if the provincial Ministry 
of the Environment has its 
way, most Ontario families 
in the nextyear of so will be 
separating recyClable news- 
papers, bottles and cans 
from their garbage. 

The reason for this is that 
the government is in the 
final throws of deciding to 
set up recycling by allowing 
high-scrap value containers 
such as aluminum cans 
onto the market. 

This means the recovery 
of recycled scrap alu- 
minum, glass, plastic and 
paper will have a tremen- 
dous impact on reducing 
household waste now clog- 
ging landfill sites. 

in addition, 1,100 brand 
new jobs will be created in 
a born again recycling in- 
dustry. The Environment 
ministry. is excited about 
the prospects because in 
one fell swoop Ontario will 
reduce municipal dumping 
and genefate new jobs 
without having to dip into 


. the taxpayer's pocket. How 


will this work, and will 
householders co-operate? 
"You're darn right it 
works, ” says Noyie Ludoiph, 
manager of Total Recycling 
in Kitchener, Ont. who al- 
ready collects separated re- 
cyclables from the city’s 
35,000 houses and who has 
just begun to collect from 
high-rise apartments. 
“After just eight weeks 


we had four out of five. 
households separating their. > 


garbage. People want to 
pitch in. Secretly they've 
always known we've been 
tossing valuable materials 
into the dump, but until 
now no one has convinced 
them they shouldn't.” 

Each Kitchener house- 
hold is provided with a free 
rectangular plastic con- 
tainer, about the size of a 
laundry basket. The family 
then puts its newspapers, 
bottles and cans out for 
separate collection, on reg-

recyclable cans, bottles and papers from our homes. 


nating special depot con- 
tainers to’ a number of pilot 
recycling programs in On- 
tario including Kitchener. 
These are specially designed 
for high-rise applications. 

A third component of this 
multi-material recycling 
will be the buy-back centre: 
in which householders, 
rural ones in particular, will 
be able to sell their re- 
cyclables by taking it to a 
depot themselves. Obvious- 
ly this has the biggest ap- 
plication in areas without 
regular garbage collection. 

“Right now we need a 
government subsidy, but 
with these new materials on 
the market recyclers should 
be home free,” says Mr. 
Ludolph. 

Colin Isaacs, executive 
director of Pollution Probe, 
Canada’s most prestigious 
environmental group, says: 

“| hope Ontario doesn’t 
miss any waste manage- 
ment opportunity. Ob- 
viously manufacturers want 
into the Ontario market; so 
the government can cer- 
tainly make sure non- 
refillable cans and bottles 


sold each year end up in the 
dump. Prices for old news- 
papers, glass bottles and 
jars have not been high 
enough to encourage wide- 
spread recycling. 

But with the advent of 
aluminum the economics 
for recycling changes com- 
pletely. Allan Wakefield, 
vice president for business 
development of Alcan 
Canada Products Limited, 
says: 

"Alcan's guarantee to 
buy back all aluminum cans 
cans in Ontario for three 
years at a minimum $900 a 
ton means suddenly the 
government has a way 
to implement subsidy-free 
recycling and generate new 
jobs simultaneously. 

“Aluminum cans are the 
backbone for recyclers in 
the U.S. Over 56 per cent of 
aluminum cans there are 
already being recycled, and 
this-is increasing yearly. 

“Ontario consumers 
should have the right to 
choose recyclable alumi- 
num ‘cans and we hope the 
Ontario government will 
very soon give us the right

The McEwen's have two 
lambings a year, one in 
Fébruary and one in spring. 
Ahe 80 or so births in

Jurors would be better 
able to evaluate the ‘weight’ 
to be attached to a 
statement or confession.

Justice Allen Linden, 
President of the Law Re- 
form Comfnission, stated 
that modern technology

for a variety of purposes 
such as filming of crime 
scenes, identification line- 
ups, surveillances and 
sobriety tests. Special 
adviser to the Commission, 
Harold J. Levy, has visited 
the Bronx and Manhattan to 
study the manner in which 
videotape technology is 
being used in the criminal 
justice system in the juris- 
dictions. 

“I am confident’ said 
Mr. Justice Linden, ‘’that 
these uses of videotape 
technology will be common- 
place in Canada within ten 
years. The work of the Law 
Reform Commission, with 
the cooperation. of the 
courts, the police, prosecu- 
cors and the criminal 
defence bar, can greatly 
accelerate this process to 
the overall benefit of our 


criminal justice system and~ 


ill parties concerned. Pro- 
perly employed it can lead 
to more accurate, more 
expeditious, and higher 
quality justice.” 

In a departure from the 
existing law relating to the 
admissibility of confessions, 
the Working Paper recom 
mends that Parliament 
enact detailed rules and 
procedures governing the 
taking of statements from 
suspects by the police 
rather than administrative 
guidelines which do not 
have the force of law. 

Under the Commission's 
tentative proposals judges 
would be required to ensure 
that the legislature rules for 
taking statements have 
been complied with. 

If these rules have not 
been followed the judge

would be required to reject 
the confession from che 
evidence unless it is 
established that the contra- 
vention is merely a defect of 
form or a trifling irregular- 
ity of procedure. 

As noted by Patrick 
Healy, principal consultant 
to the Commission on the 
Working Paper, judges are 
currently required to deter- 
mine only whether the 
statement has been given 
voluntarily, in the sense 
that it has not been given 
under fear of prejudice or 
hope of advantage offered 
by a person in authority. 

Mr. Healy stated that the 
enactment of legislative 
rules and procedures will 
have a number of benefits 

Accountability will be 
introduced into the process 
of taking statements: 

The public will have the 
assurance that the invest 
gation and prosecution of 
crime are being conducted 
according to the fixed public 
standards 


Crown prosecutors will 
have greater success in 
introducing statements into 
evidence 


Another noteworthy 
aspect of the Working Paper 
is its recommendation that 
the prosecutor continue to 
be required to prove the 
voluntariness of a statement 
beyond a reasonable doubt 
as in the law now.

The application can be’ 
made by the current or 
former tenant, he noted, 
whether or not they knew of 
or had agreed to the 
overcharge. 

‘Applying for a rent 
rebate is not a difficult or 
costly step,’ added Dr. 
Elgie. ‘‘There isn’t any 
application fee, and the 
form to be filed with the 
Commission is very easy to 


mediator between the ten- 
ant and the landlord. If 
mediation is unsuccessful, 
the application is forwarded 
to a Commissioner, who 
holds a hearing where the 
tenant presents evidence to 
support the claim. The 
Commissioner then issues a. 
written order specifying the 
lawful rent and the amount 
of rebate owed.

Realities of Huntington’s 


Huntington's disease is 
inherited and everyone with 
the disease carries the 
defective gene. A gene is a 
unit of inheritance and all 
our genes are obtained from 
our parents. In an inherited 
disease, like this one, 2 
normal gene has been 
altered in some way so that 
it causes a disturbance in 
the chemistry of part of the 
body, which in ume pro- 
duces the symptoms of the 


disease. 
It is a disease of the 


nervous system, and two 
main parts are affected; 
some of the nerve centres 
concerned with the control 
of bodily movements are 
involved, so that one of the 
main symptoms is a distur- 
bance of movement and, in 
addition, some of’ the 
centres responsible for 
mental functions are affect- 
ed and patients can some- 
times behave irrationally or 
have serious emotional diff- 
iculties. 

The disease is named 
after Dr. George Hunting: 
ton, an American family 
doctor who in 1872, first 
drew the attention of the 
medical world to his dis- 


order. The medical term for 


the disease is Huntington's 
chorea. The term ‘chorea’, a 
Greek word for dance, 
describes the 
movements that are typical 
of the victims of Hunting- 
ton's disease. 
Huntington's disease 
affects males and females 
equally arid can only be 
inherited \by_ the sons of 
daughters of affected 
mothers or fathers. In most 
patients, the first symptoms 
appear between the ages of 
30 and 45. the prime years 


of life, usually after the 
gene has already been 
passed on to a new

1859 when, following “The 


Battle of Solferino, fought 
between the armies. of 
France and Italy against the 
Austrian army, 40,000 sold- 
iers lay dead or wounded, 
uncared for and abandoned. 
Henri Dunant, a young 
Swiss and a witness to this 
inhumanity, organized a 
rescue and aid service for 
the wounded. His determin 
ation to assure more 
humane care for the wound- 
ed in all wars led to the 
founding of the Red Cross 
four years later in Geneva. 
The Red Cross flag first 
flew in Canada-during the 
Northwest Rebellion of 
1885. Surgeon Major (later 
Major-General) George 
Sterling Ryerson, -of the 
Canadian Army Medical 
Services, felt that a horse 
drawn wagon used as an 
ambulance on the battle 
field needed some mark to 
distinguish it from the other 
wagons. The makeshift 
emblem he put together 
consisted of two strips of 
red cotton stitched in the 
form of a cross on a whife 
background 
Dr. Ryerson became the 
founder of the Canadian 
Red Cross Society which 
was established as a corpor 
ate body by an Act of the 
federal parliament in 1909. 
The stamp, designed by 
Toronto artist William Tib- 
bles from a photograph by 
Clive Webster, also of 
Toronto, features the Red 
Cross Service Award, a 
medal awarded by the 
Society for long-standing 
and meritorious voluntary 
service.

The speech 
difficulties may cause trou- 
ble in communicating with 
others so that the patient 
may appear to be more 
confused than is in fact the 
case. The involuntary, jerky 
movements make everyday 
tasks difficult and the 
patient often feels embarra- 
ssed because his actions 
make him conspicuous, and 
unkind or thoughtless re- 
marks made by neighbours 
or co-workers only serve to 
aggravate this embarrass- 
ment. These frustrations 
and self-consciousness may 
quite understandably lead 
to depression. 

Eventually,’ men and 
women affected may grow 
irritable or hostile; their 
personalities change. Some 
become manic, some apath- 
etic, some suicidally depres- 
sed. Powers’ of reason, 
memory, and judgment 
fade, often leading to 
dementia. Physical symp- 
toms accompany the mental 
changes. They lose control 
over normal body functions. 
Their restless movements 
become exaggerated and 
incessant. They twist, 
writhe and lurch; they-make 
flailing movements of head, 
trunk or limbs, ever. on the 
verge of falling. However, 
variations can occur in the 
symptoms and progress of

Don't throw away those 
grass clippings, and potato 
peelings. Make a compost pile: 
vour garden will love you for it. 


Soil from a compost pile is 
exceedingly high in humus 
content and rich in plant 
nutrients. 

Use it as a top dressing for 
lawns or improve the soil tex- 
ture in your flower and 
vegetable gardens. Compost is 
also valuable as potting soil for 
houseplants and in the prepara- 
tion of seed flats. 


Building a compost pile is 
simple. says Mike Bladon of 
the University of Guelph’s 
grounds department. 


Choose a partially shaded 
location to maintain a more 
even degree of moisture in the 
compost pile and protect from 
the coldest winds, 


Most important, choose a 
site that is easily accessible: not 
much household waste is going 
to be composted if you have to 
Walk through wet grass or climb 
a snowbank. 


Be sure the location is well 
drained. On a_ waterlogged 
site. a different type of decom- 
position ‘can take place that 
causes foul-smelling gases. Dig 
the area over well or pave it 
with patio slabs spaced to leave 
drainage channels. 


You can construct a wooden 
container or build your com- 
post pile of a convenient. 
workable size, about 122 centi- 
metres to 183 centimetres (four 
to six feet) wide, and 81 cm to 
122 em ithree ft. to four ft.i 
high and of any desired length. 


Use a coarse material such 
as inverted sod or weed stalks 
at the base. Then alternate 
layers of organic refuse and 
soil. Almost any organic 
material. including animal 
manure if available. can be 
used. Avoid very wWhods 
materials and diseased plants.

as possible. Hf you use dry 
materials such as hay or straw,

A gazebo like this one. 
which is particularly sturdy 
and easy to build, could well 
become your whole family’s 
favored spot for warm- 
weather rest and relaxation. 

Gazebos differ as widely 
as the backyards in which 
they're located. but they 
seem to share one charac- 
teristic: The little bit of ex- 
tra effort put into detailing 
makes their commonplace 
materials look ornate. 

Cedar was used for the 
gazebo as shown. You 
could easily use pressure- 
treated lumber for all the 
structural members.

If this water vapor is al 
lowed to collect in the attic 
or walls, it can soak the in- 
sulation , thereby decreasing 
its effectiveness.

The way to avoid these 
problems ts to prevent too 
much water vapor from col- 
lecting and to provide a way 
for it to escape to the out- 
side air.

The service, funded by the 
Ontario Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Food, has dealt with 
more than 20,000 inquiries 
since it began in 1978. 

Staffed with competent 
diagnosticians, this laboratory 
provides information, iden- 
tification: and control recom- 
mendations for plant diseases; 
weeds and poisonous plants; 
insects, mites and other small 
critters, and even for larger 
varmints like racoons, bats 
and groundhogs.

Because of the number of in- 
quiries, clinic staff cannot make 
housecalls, but rely upor 
samples received by mail, 
courier, or drop-in. 

Hawever, the accuracy of any 
diagnosis depends upon the 
quality of the specimen receiv 
ed, and the information sem 
with it. 

Often it’s difficult to figure out 
what's wrong with a tree or 
houseplant by looking at only 
one leaf. Choose a typical sam- 
ple, including as much of the 
plant. as possible. 

For example, dig up the 
tomato plant, sending the root 
system as well as the vine. 
Enclose these roots in a separate 
plastic bag to avoid drying out. 
or soil spilling onte the leaves. 
Put the entire plant or parts in- 
to a plastic bag, between waxed 


paper, or newsprint.

“Most likely,” she says, 
“your problem lies in poor 
organization. And the way 
to solve that problem 1s to 
uncover every square inch 
of extra storage and work- 
space in your kitchen and 
put it to work.” 


An expert advises 


To help you find and ex- 
ploit hidden spaces, Miss 
Mattingly offers nine sug- 

ions: 

1) Delete the unessential: 
It is not always the items 
you use every day that clut- 
ier up your kitchen; it is the 
cumbersome ones you 
rarely need or use that keep 
getting in the way. 

Make a thorough inven- 
tory of all your pots, pans, 
small appliances, utensils 


and dishes to sort out the 
items you don’t use. Then 
arrange your remaining 
kitchen equipment accord- 
ing to frequency of use— 
put daily priority items 
close at hand, others in pro- 
gressively less accessible 
storage spaces. 

2) Inside cabinets: Widely 
separated cabinet shelves 
are prime wasters. Try 
adding shelves to get more 
levels of storage. Or use 
portable, rubber-coated 
wire shelf organizers that 
are available in any house- 
wares department or hard- 
ware store. Try puttin 
hooks on undersides o 
shelves to hang cups and 
mugs. 

Never leave the inside of 
a cabinet door empty. You 
can attach spice and condi- 
ment racks there or ha 
wire caddies that hol 
everything from cleaning 
supplies to utensils, wet 
towels to soap bars. 

3) Below and above cabi- 
nets: Your backsplash—the 
space between the upper 
wall cabinets and the coun- 
tertop—is a good place to 


build long horizontal cabi- 
nets with sliding doors. 
These shallow cabinets, 
sometimes called “‘ga- 
rages” or under-cabinet 
storage, can house your 
small appliances—muxers, 
can openers, toasters, jul- 
cers, blenders—right where 
you need them, yet com- 
pletely out of sight and out 
of the way when not in use. 
The backsplash is an 
ideal storage space because 
most countertops are 25 in. 
deep and only the first 14 or 
15 in. are normally used for 


workspace. 

' You generally find a foot 
or two of empty space be- 
tween the top of your wall 
cabinets and the ceiling. 
This is a good place to store 
bulky, s¢ldom-used arti- 
cles, such as cake pans, 
punch bowls, chafing dishes 
or woks. 


4) Looking up: One of 
the most overlooked and 
underused storage spaces in 
the kitchen is the ceiling. If 
your ceiling is high enough, 
you can ae lots of pans 
and tools from existing 
beams or commercial. pot- 


hanging racks and grids. 

It is also a good idea to 
use your ceiling for hanging 
three-tiered baskets to hol 
such odds and ends as food 
coupons, reci mail or 


pads, so they do not clutter 


up your counters and work- 


* space. 


5) Against the wall: Do 
not limit yourself to tradi- 
tional storage places. Hooks 
and shelves can be put up 
anywhere. Kitchen wails 


offer spacious opportuni- 
ties for storing cooking and 
dining equipment. 

Hang it all! 


Just about any flat wall © 


will support horizontal or 
vertical strips of wood with 
hooks to hold everythin 
from frying pans to towe 
racks, pot holders to plants.

Tile’s good looks, easy care 
suit today’s busy kitchens

Of late. Americans are 
learning what Europeans 
have known for centuries: 
ceramic tile is great for 
kitchen floors. countertops, 
backsplashes, rangehoods 
and other surfaces that must 
stand up to hard wear with 
minimal care. 

But. according to the Tile 
Council of America, an or- 
ganization that has studied 
design trends for almost 40 
years. the rapidly increasing 
use ‘of ceramic tile in U.S. 
kitchens isn't merely re- 
lated to practicality. 


** Tile’s new fashion tal- 
ent is what's really attract- 
ing today’s consumer.” 
notes Council president 
Rudy Thornberry. °° The 
range of colors, shapes, pat- 
terns and textures now on 
the market is simply over- 
whelming . . . So much so, 
that the consumer just might 
find it difficult to make a 
choice.” 

Further complicating the 
selection is tile’s well- 
known durability. which 
means that homeowners 
will be living with their 
choices fora long. long 
time. 

For this reason, the 
Council recommends a con- 
servative choice for large 

surfaces. such as floors and 

whole walls, especially in 
rooms where you spend a 
lot of time. 

In a family kitchén, for 
example; you are best off 
with a floor in a neutral hue. 
It won't tire the eye in just a 
few years. and it will go with 
countless generations of ap- 
pliances and other kitchen 
elements. 


But don’t be,afraid to use 
bright colors and decorative 
designs for small areas and 
uccents. They are just great 
for dressing up rangehoods. 
hacksplashes and such. 


The color choice 


Choosing a neutral kit- 
chen floor needn't mean just 
going for something beige or 
brown. American manufac- 
turers ure now producing a 
wealth of new textures and 
shades. 

Beige. for example. may 
be a quarry tile in peachy 
tan. rosy taupe or palest 
sand. And the browns range 
from caramel to espresso. 

White. that all-time clas- 
sic of the non-colors, is usu- 
ally a luxurious dream for 
floors. but ceramic tile 
makes it a practical reality. 
even for busy kitchens. 

Anarray of greys has also 
expanded the neutral pal- 
ette, and there are also nu- 
merous new greyed-olf 
shades of the blues and 
greens that put them in the 
muted category so ideal for 
floors. 


There's no law that says 
you have to use identical 
colors on floors and‘walls. 
Perfect matches from floor 
to countertop to bagk- 
splashes are often se@h in 
contemporary kitchens 
where crispness is of the es- 
sence. 


But, going to different 
colors for countertops and 
walls offers delicious design 
options that country bu fs 
and more traditional souls 
find it hard to resist. 


Remember. that most*® 
kitchen wall and counter 
areas are relatively small. 
so here you needn't feel 
restricted. 

Go with tile colors and 
designs that you will really 
love to look at. A romantic 
flower hue. such as cherry 
blossom pink or cornflower 
blue. is sure to bring relief 
from rows of dark wood 
cabinets. for example. 

And you can warm insti- 
tutionally white metal cabi- 
nets with backsplashes in 
yummy pastels or hot pri- 
muaries. \ 


‘Lots of tiles with decorative 


themes, such us herbs or 
wildflowers. are available, 
and they are terrific as 
accents in backsplashes. on 
rangehoods or as borders 
around windows or doors. 
If you like a bit of drama. 


think of using two or thfee 
contrasting tile colors to- 
gether. Run just a single 
band of bright color ona 
white counter and back- 
splash, for example. Or run 
stripes vertically, honzon- 
tally or diagonally onan 
acceft wall. 


For designer flair under- 
foot. consider combining 
two tile sizes or colors ina 
pattern. Ceramic mosaics 
lend themselves particular 
ly well to designer patterns. 

Plaids and stripes in neu- 
tral colors are interesting for 
informal kitchens. Checker 
board floors in black and 
white have un air of formal- 
ity and suit citified kitchens.

The ultimate survival

It's been said that the 
real armageddon, that .will 
‘eccur long after humanity 
has baked itself in a nuclear 
oven, will involve a titanic 
battle between cockroaches 
and gonorrhea. That's 
about as grim a view of life 
(or death) on earth as I've 
ever heard. And it-may be 
premature to predict that 
evolution will discard hu- 
man intelligence in this 
way. But the scenario 
hardly overdraws one fact: 
the awesome survival skills 
of the humblé roach. 

Despite its venerable age, 

the cockroach enjoys little 
more than our grudging 
respect. There are, at base, 
good reasons for this. 
Roaches do expose us to 
salmonella, typhoid fever 
and other nasty disorders. 
And it’s true that they 
thrive in places we'd rather 
not live in. At the same 
time, like all ‘‘bad’’ ani- 
mals, insects and plants, 
they're victimized to a 
degree by misconceptions. 
I'll grant you there's every 
reason to préfer the com: 
pany of the family dog. or to 
be inspired by the beauty of 
a butterfly. But the fact is 
that roaches; at Jeast ‘the 
oriental, German and Amer- 
ican strains that followed us 
indo’fs, are proliferating 
because of our habits. 

; In contrast to the common 
housefly, roaches on their 
own are clean, preening 
themselves the way cats do. 

~ So they become a health 
hazard largely by circula- 
our own filth. They

by cither, being able to 
survive on things like 
grease and wallpaper paste. 
Reproduction is equally 
secure. The female needs 
only one fertilization to 
produce egg capsules of 20 
to 40 offspring and she can 
produce as many as 7 
capsules. in a lifetime. 

Of course, the real issue 
that remains for most 
people, is how to get rid of 
the little critters. There's a 
lot you can do before 
engaging in all-out chemical 
warfare. Spring cleaning!

step. According to Janet 
Avery, a Toronto Public 
Health official and authority 
on the subject, roaches are 
also repulsed by such 
common substances as 
crushed garlic or bay 
leaves.

The 20th Century has 
seen tremendous changes in 
the workplace.

lations. 

1. Talking during working 
hours is not permitted 
unless you are spoken to by 
your supervisor. (Studies 
have indicated that workers 
talk only about non-work 
topics. Socialization will 
take place outside the work 
area.} 


2. Further to #1: it has 


been observed that some 
co-workers have tried in the 


past to collaborate about 


how to do a job. This is not 
permitted. (Supervisors 
know best how to do a job. If 
workers “understood any- 
thing they weuld be )super: 
visors.) 

$. Workers are anced 
washroom privileges during 
two fifteen-minute breaks 
and lunchtime. (Studies 
have indicated that our 
employees exhibit better 
than average bladder and 
bowel control.) 

4. Workers will take 
breaks when the bell is 
rung. Do not argue with the 
supervisor that your task is 
almost finished; just go. 
(The company demands 
obeyance and just as impor- 
tant, work organization is a 
supervisor's job.) 

5. The company has 
provided -breaks so workers 
can leave the workplace to 
go into the yard and under 
supervision, participate ac- 
tively in all manner of 
competitive and unsociable 
activities. (This is workers’ 
socialization time.) 

6. Daily and weekly 
evaluations of workers’ per- 
formance will be based on 
what cach worker has done 
incorrectly, not correctly 
during a set amount of time. 
(Speed and perfection are of 
utmost importance; under- 
standing the work is the 
responsibility of the super- 
visor.) 

7. The results of these 
worker evaluations will be 
prominently displayed in 
the workroom for compari- 
son by co-workers, supervi- 
sors, etc. (Studies have 
shown. that the worker 
consistently rated as the 
‘best’ for the company 
enjoys a strong feeling of 
self-worth.} 

8. Recently, some worker 
impertinence has been no- 
ticed so the company has 
had to add another rule. 
Workers are not to bother

“Effective soil conserva: 
tion programs require con: 
certed action through edu- 
cation, research, technical 
assistance and financial 
incentives.’’ This was the 
recommendation of the’brief 
presented by the Ontario 
Institute of Agrologists to 
the Senate Committee hear 
ing on Soil Conservation 

Soil erosion is a serious 
problem. A study by the 
Institute of Pedology and 
the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food places annual soil 
erosion costs in Ontario at 
$74 million. This figure does 
not take into account the 
cost of soil degradation from 
compaction and other prac 
tices that reduce soil quali 
ty. 

Responsibility for soil 
conservation programs is 
split among various govern 
ment ministries, conserva 
tion authorities and other 
groups. Establishing overall 
authority and leadership 
will be a major step in

Wilderness in the hear 


By ARLIN HACKMAN 
To many of us, the term 
Iderness usually involves 
sages of boreal forests. 
at to thousands of Toronto 
ca residents, wilderness 
egins at the foot of Leslie 
eet in the heart of an 
dustrial section of down- 
swn, where the four 
ilometre long Leslie Street 
pit winds out into Lake 
Intario. 

The landscape is of recent 
rigin, built up by almost 
our million truck loads of 
ill over the past 25 years. 
Yet despite its artificial 
beginnings, the evolution of 
‘his landfill site as natural 
habitat has been specta- 
cular. In the short space of 
10 years, it has been 
transformed from a hunk of 
raw rubble into a well 
vegetated area,- with an 
amazing abundance of ani- 
mal life. Though dominated 
for now by the world’s 
largest colony of Ring-Billed 
Gulls, the Spit’s shallow 
bays and willow thickets 
have drawn 200 species of 
birds, including Hudsonian 
Godwits, three species of 
phalaropes, Horned Larks 
and Ringed-Necked Phea- 
sants. For the botanist, 
there are more than 150 
species, of plants to 
seen, including two con- 
sidered rare in Canada: 
Englemann’s Umbrella 
_ Sedge and fragrant Cyper- 
us. 


Originally designed as 
part of an enlarged harbor, 
which liter proved unneed- 
ed, the Spit has become 
instead the scene of a high 
profile tug-of-war between 
user groups who have 
different dreams of its 
future. Naturalists, cyclists 
and joggers, who enjoy it 
virtually year round, want 
the Spit to continue its 
unchartered course of bio- 
logical development as an 
aquatic park. Recreational 
boaters and ambitious civic 
officials are keen to exploit 
the Spit for its real estate 
potential and see it as a 
prime construction site. 

The climax of this 
struggle is now approaching 


as the Metro Toronto and 
Region Conservation Au- 
thority prepares to 
public meetings de- 
velop a master plan. It's not 
coming a minute too soon. 
Car traffic and boating 
facilities have already gain- 
ed a secure foothold on the 
headland in the absence ofa 
plan and in the face of three 
public opinion surveys 
which revealed majority 
support for leaving the area 
to grow wild. 
Unfortunately, the very 
same Conservation Author- 
ity which is to sort out the 
conflicting’ demands, has 
also entertained proposals 
which envision the Spit as @ 
veritable Coney Island. But

Editorial Comment: 
Banned film should be seen

If the crowd of six people 
is any indication, the 
Ontario Film Censor Board 
has a very great impact on 
controlling public discus- 
sion of issues. Last Friday 
the Hastings Resource Cen- 
tre held 2 special showing of 
the film ‘“‘Not a Love 
Story"’. It is a documentary 
about the pornography 
industry in North America 
and was made by two 
Canadian Women at the 
National Film Board. When 
it was released, a few years 
ago, the Ontario censors 
banned it from public 
showing. 

The censors’ restrictions 
severely limited the Cen- 
ere's ability to promote the 
film without violating the 
regulations. As a result the 
showing didn’t receive the 
publicity it deserved. 

The film reveals just how 
extensive the pornography 
industry has become in the 
last decade. it now grosses 
more than $5 billion annual- 
ly. j 
It also_tries, through 
interviews with experts and 
artists, to discover what 
impact it has on our society. 

In examining its topic, the 
film does show some of the 
porn material now readily
